President Reviews Gnrfleld's Report

ASHINGTON. May 4.—-In his 
message on 
the 
report of 


James R. Garfleld, Commissioner of 
Corporations, giving the results or 
his investigations on the subject of 
the transportation and freight rates 
in •connection with the oil Industry, 
states definitely that the Department 
of Justice svlll take up the prosecu- 
tion of such unlawful action against 
the Standard OM Trust. 


Unlawful Rates 


In his message tho president ex- 
pressed the view that the subject Is 
of capital Importance because of the 
effort now being made to secure such 
enlargement of the powers of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission as will 
confer upon the commission power in 
some measure adequate to meet 
the 


clearly 
demonstrated 
needs of the 
situation 
The facts set forth in 
the 
report, he declares, are for the most 
part not disputed 
That the Stand- 


ard Oil Company has benefited enor- 
mously up almost 
to 
the 
present 


moment by secret 
rates, 
many 
of 


which were unlawful, the president 
says the report clearly shows. 
the 


benefit thereby secured amounting to 
at least three-quarters of a million n 
year 
On this subject he says: 


At Public'* Expanse 


"This three-quarters 
of a million 
represents the profit tha,t the Stand- 
ard Oil companv obtam3 at the 
ex- 
pense of the railroads: but of course. 
the ultimate result is that it obtains 
a much larger profit at the expense 
of the public. 
A very striking result 


of the investigation has been 
that 
shortly after the discovery of these 
see-ret rates by the commissioner of 
corporations the 
major 
portion of 
them were promptly corrected by the 
railroads, so that most of them have 
now been done away with. This im- | 
mediate correction, partial 
or 
com- ! 
plete, of the evil of the secret rates. I 
is of course on the one hand 
an ack- , 
nowledgment that they were wrong 
and yet were persevered in until ex- 
posed and on th other hand, a proof 
of the efficiency of the work that has 
heen done by the Bureau of Corpora- 
tions." 


Prosecutions Will Follow 


The statement is added that the 


Department of Justice will take up 
the*iuestion 
of Instituting 
prosecu- 


tions in nt least certain of the cases 
nnd the hope Is expressed that Con- 
gress will enact Into law the bill of 
Senator Knox to correct the Interpre- 
tation of the immunity provision rend- 
ered In Judge Humphrey's 
decision. 


Continuing, the president says. 
"But In addition to these secret 


rates the Standard Oil pro'ils immedi- 
ately by opin rates, which are 
so 
arranged as to give an overwhelming 
advantage ovei Its Independent com- 
petitors." 


Kxnmplo ot tin- Evils 


"This is a characteristic example 


of the numerous evils which are In- 
evitable under a system in which the 
big shipper and the railroad are left 
free to crush out all Individual in- 
itiative and all power ot independent 
action because of the absence of ade- , 
"iiuate and thorough going government • 
control 
Exactly similar conditions 


obtain in a large pai t of the west 
and southwest. 
"It is not possible." he says, 
to 


'put Into figures the exact amount by 
•which the Standard profits tnrough 
the gross favoritism sho\\ n it by the 
railroads in connection w i t h the open 
rates 
"The profit, of course, comes not 


merely by the saving in the rate it- 
self, as compared witn its competi- 
tors, but by the higher prices it is 
able to charge and by the complete 
control of the market which it se- 
cures, thereby getting the profit on 
the whole consumption." 


Evading the Law 


The president calls attention to that 


feature of the report regarding 
the 
manner in which the law is evaded 
by treating as state commerce what 
in reality Is merely a part of inter- 
state commerce. 
He says it is clear- 


Iv shown "that this device Is employed 
on the New York Ccntial railroad, 
as 
veil as on many other railroads, In 
such fashion as to amount to thwart- 
ing the purpose of the law, although 
the forms of the law may be complied 
•with." 
It Is unfortunately not true, he says, 
that the Standard Oil company is the 
only corporation 
which 
has 
been 


benefited in wholly Improper fashion 
by an elaborate series of rate dis- 
criminations. 


After Trusts as Bud 


The sugar trust, he adds, according 


to the results of the investigation now 
in progress, rarely if ever, pays the 
lawful rate for transportation. 
He declares that In the effort to 


prevent the railroads from uniting for 
Improper purposes, "we have 
very 


unwis* ly prohibited them from unit- 
Ing for" proper purposes; that Is, for 
purposes of protecting themselves and 
the general 
public as against 
the 
power of the great corporations." 


He favors as an element of competi- 


tion the passage of some such law as 
that which bus already passed 
the 
house putting alcohol used In the arts 
and manufiictuies on the free list and 
of keeping the fee 
to 
oil and 
coal 


lands of the Indians or on the public 
domain of the government, the lands 
to be leased only on such terms and , 
for such periods a.< will enable the | 
government to entirely control them. 


Ilultrond Company Too

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Anyone Can Whip a Fallen Giant 


T 


O take advantage of another's misforfttrie; 


to "kick a man when he is down" to rn»ke 


capital out of a fallen foe's undoing, are thiftgs 
which the world usually regards as the ultim&te 
of meanness. Beyond this there ii nothing more 
contemptible. 


The Los Angeles Express is out with a 


placard twenty inches long, six inches wide and 
about as small, withal, as anything could be. 
It is no less than a bid for popularity based on 
the calamity which has visited San Francisco. 


So fierce is the rivalry which the coast me- 


tropolis has inspired in the City of Angels that 
while the embers of the former's devastating fires 
are still glowing, her people still houseless and 
hungry the Los Angeles Express comes out with 
a picture and a placard boasfiing of her own irrt- 
munity from damage. It may be business but it 
isn't decent.

Without wishing to give the placard further 


publicity it may be stated that many Reno citi- 
zens received yesterday this, from the Los An- 
geles Express dated Saturday evening April 28: 


"Business center of Los Angeles before and 


after the San Francisco earthquake, April i8th." 
(Then follows a picture of the business quarter 
of the southern city.) 


Underneath the picture, showing 
the un- 


cracked condition of the town, follows this: 


"Los Angeles was asleep at the time of the 


San Francisco earthquake, 5 a. m., April i8th, 
and was not even awakened. 
Los Angeles his- 


tory covering over 100 years shows no earth- 
quake damage." 


One wonders after this, whether Los Angeles 


has received a special dispensation from Him 
who holds the thunderbolt in His hand; or 
whether immunity from earthquakes is a result 
of clever municipal officials; or whether a pact 
has been entered into with subterranean powers 
precluding possibility of an upheaval. 


No one desires Los Angeles any harm, but 


the wish is natural to all those who love old

awful distress, that a discriminating earthquake 
might rattle the roofs and shake down the build- 
ings in which live the men whose sense of de- 
cency is so subservient to their commercial in- 
stinct.

HE federal bureau of labor has issued a 


bulletin on the "Course of Wholesale 


Prices" showing a steady and marked advance 
in prices of nearly all commodities. Though it 
needs no governmental report to convince the 
public that it is paying more for the things that 
it buys than ever before, the statistics are'of in- 
erest, in that they deal with a wide range of com- 
modities. The report sets forth that wholesale 
prices, averaging all commodities, reached a high- 
er point in 1905 than at any other time-in the 
sixteen years covered by the bureau's investiga- 
tions. Prices are rising and each year the level 
is higher than before. The report discloses^that: 


The avertigc of all commodities for the year 1'JOJ 


was 15.9 per cent above the average for the ten-y.-ar 
period. 1890 to 1899. 29 2 per cent above the lo\v 
price In 1897 and 2 6 per cent above the average for 
1904.The 1905 average,. compared with the year of 
lowest average prices during the sixteen years from 
1890 to 190"> in each of the general groups of com- 
modities shows farm products 5S.6 per cent histlw 
than in 1896: clothing, 22 9 per cent higher thai' in 
1897; fuel and lighting. 39 4 per cent higher than in 
1894; metulH and Implements, 41.S per cent higher 
than in 1898; lumber anct building materials, 414 
per cent higher than in 11,97, drugs and chemical* 
24.1 per cent higher than in 1895; house furnishing 
goods, 21 5 per cent higher than in 1897, ad the ar- 
ticles included in the miscellaneous group, 23 4 pur 
cent higher than in 1896. 
Prices reached the highest point in December, 


190-5, when they were 19 9 per cent above the aver- 
age for the ten-year period, 1890 to 1899, and 33.V 
pr cent above the low prices In 1897. Prices In Di- 
cember, 1905, were O.C per cent above the prices 
in DecenYber, 1904. 


There are a number of causes entering into 


the steady advance in prices of commodities. In 
niany instances prices are advanced arbitrarily 
by combines and monopolies. The tariff by shut- 
ting out foreign competition encourages the or- 
ganizing of trusts, as it gives to them undisputed 
control of the home market. When competition 
b'v domestic manufacturers is eliminated, there 
is no fear of competition from foreign sources. 
, ( i Undoubtedly ,the -cause for the general ad- 
vance in prices is due largely to the increased, 
gold production. Gold itself is a commodity and 
it> value is determined by the law of supply and 
demand. 
The more gold there is mined, the 


cheaper, it becomes when measured by other com- 
modities. As gold is the standard of value by 
which other commodities arc measured, its value 
seemingly remains fixed. As a matter of fact, 
however, the increase in prices is due in no small 
degree to the cheapening of gold. The purchas- 
ing power of the dollar is growing smaller and 
the prices of commodities are growing greater. 
The "fifty cent" dolla% is at hand.
